Part of Paper No. 5 
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1 . The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is too short to adequately suggest 
the current invention. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

2. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any 
errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

3. The incorporation of essential material in the specification by reference to a foreign 
application or patent (PCT application), or to a publication is improper. Applicant is required to 
amend the disclosure to include the material incorporated by reference. The amendment must be 
accompanied by an affidavit or declaration executed by the applicant, or a practitioner 
representing the applicant, stating that the amendatory material consists of the same material 
incorporated by reference in the referencing application. See In re Hawkins, 486 F.2d 569, 179 
USPQ 157 (CCPA 1973); In re Hawkins, 486 F.2d 579, 179 USPQ 163 (CCPA 1973); and In re 
Hawkins, 486 F.2d 577, 179 USPQ 167 (CCPA 1973). 

4. The examiner respectfully request copies of the articles which the applicant has attempted 
to incorporate by reference, with an accompanying PTO 1449 Information Disclosure Statement. 

5. It is noted that the Modlin et al 6,097,025 patent which forms the basis of rejection below 
does have a common inventor, although the inventive entity is different from the current 
application. Also, the Modlin '025 patent and current application are not commonly assigned.

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application being 
examined was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily published under 35 
U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the 
amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

7. Claims 1-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Modlin et al. 
6,097,025, Modlin '025 discloses in column 4 lines 14+, column 5 lines 20+, column 8 lines 
20+, the Assay and Measurement modes of columns 39-43 and throughout the disclosure, using 
plural different light sources, a detector, a first and second optical relay structure, a switch 
mechanism that alters alignment of the first optical relay from one light source to another. 
Components of the optical system are chosen to optimize sensitivity and dynamic range for each 
mode supported by an analyzer. There are also photoluminescence intensity, chemiluminescence 
modes (among others) disclosed which use separate detectors.
